As requested by the applicant, claims 3-19, 22-38, 44, 47-48 and 51-52 have been 
rejoined as the generic claim was allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a body cooling device with a 
fluid circulation area with a fluid inlet for receiving cooling fluid under a positive pressure, said 
cooling fluid directly contacting a body area, and incorporating at least two sealing members, 
said sealing members forming a channel therebetween, said channel having a port for 
introduction or removal of a fluid. The fluid connection is key in that it may provide both sealing 
and fluid removal via aspiration. U.S. Patent 3,587,577 to Ivanovich et al. teaches a device for 
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direct fluid cooing of tissue, but residual fluid is collected via gravity into a reservoir with no 
sealing of the treatment unit to the body. U.S. Patent 6,461 ,379 to Carson et al. teaches a body 
cooling apparatus with direct cooling of tissue via a fluid and a sealing means with up to three 
seals and channels between the seals, however, the channels have no means for connection to 
a fluid source.
